The 
plant is down this week but everything 
will be ready for the study to begin when 
the plant goes back into production on 
August 1. Mr. Ford Ceasar, High Street 


School, spoke in behalf of the many citizens 
in attendance, He also presented specimens 
collected by Mrs. Ziegler. Mr. Swift pre- 
sented a specimen collected from the top 
of his car. Mr. Tableman commented on 
the problems involved in interpretation and 
enforcement of the city air pollution ordi- 
nance and regarding the new state air 
pollution control act. Several citizens 
spoke. In responses to Mr. Tamer’s ques- 
tion, Mr. Ellsworth indicated that he cer- 
tainly hoped they would have the results 
of the consulting firm’s study by our next 
meeting. Mr. Tableman asked the company 
to appear at that time. 


Mr, Pesterfield reported on a petition re- 
garding Demmer Engineering, Liquid Glaze 
and Motor Wheel. His investigation indi- 
cated Demmer and Liquid Glaze not in- 
volved. Motor Wheel needs to treat the 
May Street parking lot. Mr. Ellsworth in- 
dicated that the property had been sold 
to Liquid Glaze. Mr.. Ray said that the lot 
would be treated. 


Mr. Pesterfield reported that while at- 
tending the Air Pollution Control Associa- 
tion meeting in Los Angeles he had con- 
tacted representatives of the Los Angeles 
Air Pollution Department. They do not 
have a solution for the air pollution prob- 
lem resulting from paint fume emission at 
General Motors plants in that city.. They 
stated that they did not know anyone who 
did. They propose to eliminate the com- 
plaints by limiting the amount of emission 
from the stack (necessitating limitation on 
the amount of material used per hour), 
Engineering recommendations have been 
submitted to their Board but Mr. Pesterfield 
has not learned the Board’s decision as yet. 
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The engineer reported new complaints re- 
garding Davison Chemical. The new cy- 
elones have been installed on the granula- 
tion unit. He has not had an opportunity 
to investigate since the complaint was re- 
ceived. 


Mr. Pesterfield reported that West Side 
Gravel has applied some chloride, as he 
requested, but he has received more com- 
plaints. He will recheck to see whether 
further chloride application will give relief. 


Mr. Pesterfield reports that he revisited 
Capital Laundry. They have installed a 
gas unit which is operating very well. The 
neighborhood is pleased. Mr. Pesterfield 
recommends discharge of the complaint, 
It was moved by Mr. Bintz, seconded by 
Mr. Dodson, that the Board concur in the 
recommendation of the engineer. Motion 
earried. 


There have been complaints of odors be- 
tween 8 and 9:30 p.m. from the Sewage 
Disposal Plant.
